With  the  coming  of  a new  drama  director,  War- 
wick has  presented  some  excellent  plays.  The  drama 
department  is  steadily  increasing,  having  purchased 
and  built  much  more  equipment  than  Warwick  has 
ever  had. 

There  are  two  classes  in  drama,  beginners  and 
advanced.  The  first  year  students  are  introduced  to 
stage  terminology  and  the  history  of  the  theatre.

On  a chilly  Saturday  night  in  October  all  of 
Warwick  County  moved  to  Saunders  Stadium  in 
Newport  News,  preparing  for  the  annual  foot- 
ball game  between  the  "Fighting  Farmers”  of 
Warwick  High  School  and  the  "Golden  Typhoon” 
of  Newport  News  High  School.  There  was  an 
air  of  excitement  as  the  crowd  began  to  fill  the 
grandstand  and  bleachers.  Before  game  time  al- 
most ten  thousand  people  had  been  seated. 

For  three  years  Warwick  had  tasted  defeat  at 
the  hands  of  the  "Typhoon.”

Mr.  Bob  Steckroth,  the  Athletic  Director  of 
Warwick  High  School,  is  our  head  football  and 
basketball  coach.  The  coach  showed  that  he  knew 
his  business  by  winning  six  out  of  ten  games. 

Bob  Steckroth  was  born  in  Hazleton,  Pa.,  and 
attended  Hazleton  High  School,  where  he  played 
football  and  basketball.  He  attended  college  at 
William  and  Mary,  where  he  played  four  years  of 
football,  two  years  of  basketball  and  a year  of 
track.  He  won  All-Southern  honors  in  his  senior 
year,  and  also  received  his  B.S.  degree  in  physical 
education  and  math.

For  Warwick’s  first  conference  game,  the 
Farmers  were  host  to  the  formidable  Justices  of 
John  Marshall  High  School,  who  lived  up  to  pre- 
season billings  of  being  contenders  for  the  state 
crown  by  edging  a spirited  Warwick  team  14-0. 

Warwick  engaged  a pass-minded  Mt.  Vernon 
squad  in  their  next  outing.  Passing  on  fourth 
down,  winning  from  punt  formation,  they  were 
able  to  eke  out  a 13-7  win.  The  game  was  high- 
lighted by  the  brilliant  and  savage  goal-line  stands 
of  a determined  Warwick  eleven. 

Warwick  broke  back  into  the  winning  column 
by  turning  back  a scrappy  Charlottesville  eleven. 
Lane,  reputed  to  have  been  one  of  the  conference’s 
strong  members,  was  no  match  for  the  onslaughts 
of  a tuned-up  Warwick  team. 

In  the  Norview  game,  the  Farmers  discovered  a 
new  running  back  in  the  form  of  Pete  Higgins.

The  Farmers  were  out  for  revenge  and  they 
took  it  out  on  the  Admirals  of  Cradock  to  the 
tune  of  28-12.
